Area schools score well in writing

A new writing program, a new 
reading program and a new com- 
puter technology program at 
three different elementary school 
districts should improve student 
scoring on state tests, according 
to school officials. 

The state report cards for the 
Illinois Goal Assessment 
Program were released this 
month for Antloch .Community, 
Consolidated School District 34, 
Grass Lake School District 36 and 
'Emmons School District 33. 
r : 

Districts 

At Antloch Elementary 
School, 92 percent of the third- 
graderc'elth*sr met or exceeded 
state goals in .reading, another 94 
percent met or exceeded state 
goals in mathematics and 80 per- 
cent met or exceeded state goals 
In reading. , 

At Oakland Grade School, 
mathematics proved to be the 
strong suit where 97 percent of 
the. students met or exceeded 
state goals. In reading and writ- 
ing, 87 and 86 percent met or 
exceeded state goals. 
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At Antioch Upper Grade, 100 
percent of the sixth-graders met 
or exceeded state goals in writing, 
with 75 percent exceeding state 
goals. Ninety-eight percent of the 
eighth-giaders also met or 
exceeded state goals In writing. 

Superintendent Daniel Burke 
said a couple of relatively new 
programs contributed to the ■ dis- 
trict's strong writing habits. For 
example, the district is beginning 
_tQ- recognjaie_ihe. . success, ot the„ 
"Power Writing Program," which 
was instituted three years ago. 

, "It's a very methodical way of 
doing an essay. It's a step-by-step 
.. .process, and the. kids seem to be __ 
responding to it very well, " Burke" 
said. 

District 34 also scored high 
marks in math, where on average 
96 percent of the students either 
met or exceeded state goals. 

"We try/to incorporate math 
into everyday word problems," 
Burke said. "The teachers go out 
of their way to make math as 
meaningful as possible." 

Burke said the district will be 
using the IGAP scores as a guide 
to help develop strengths and 
weaknesses. A new committee 
.has been formed to update the 
district's strategic plan and 
action plan. "There's a lot on the 
horizon," Burke said. 

District 36 

At Grass Lake School, alt 
sixth-graders met or exceeded 
state goals in writing and 91 per- 
cent of the third graders scored 
just as well. The eighth-grade 
dropped off at 83 percent. In 
math, 91 percent of the third- 
graders, 88 percent of the sixth- 
graders and 82 percent of the 
eighth-graders met or exceeded 
state goals. In reading, 91 percent 
of the third- graders, 78 percent 
of the sixth- graders and 68 per- 
cent of the eighth-graders met or 
exceeded state goals. 

One area which seemed sus- 
pect was reading, but 
Superintendent James Beveridge 
said the district implemented the 
"Scholastic Reading Program" 
this year. 

"It's a new reading program 
which stresses a lot of writing, so 
that will help scores," Beveridge 
said. 

Grass Lake School is the , 
first school in the state to 
experiment with the pilot pro- '• 
gram in grades K-5. 



"It's fantastic because it elab- 
orates on many different acade- 
mic areas,'* Beveridge said. "If 
you read a topic on alligators, for 
example, you learn the ecological 
factors of the Everglades. It's very 
imaginative." 

District 33 

At Emmons School, 
Superintendent Matt Tabar said 
the scores were not as high as 
.years- past, but he noted the 
scores dropped slightly across 
the state. 

In writing, 88 percent of the 
third-graders, 100 percent of the 
sixth-graders and 97 percent of 
the eighthrgraders met or 
exceeded state goals. In mathe- 
matics, 96 percent of the third- 
graders, 97 percent of the sixth- 
graders and 97 percent of the 
eighth-graders met or exceeded 
state goals. In reading, 84 percent 
of the third-graders, 87 percent 
of the sixth-graders, and 81 pcr- 

' cent ofthe eighth- graders met or 
exceeded state goals. 

"They're not as high as in the 
past, but they're still very good," 
Tabar said. "I attributed it to a 
good school program and an 
education-minded community 
where the kids come here inter- 
ested in learning." 

He also said Emmons just 
incorporated a new computer 
technology program this year 
complete with computers, soft- 
ware, scanners and printers. 
Students and parents were 
instrumental In raising the funds 
for the computer program, Tabar 
said. 

"The goal is to integrate the 
curriculum into technology and 
to see how many different sub- 
ject areas we can use the com- 
puters," Tabar said. 

Both Tabar and Beveridge, 
superintendents of one-school 
school districts compared to 
larger Dlst. 34, noted that the 
IGAP scores can be a bit deceiv- 
ing because a few number of 
students not doing well on a test 
could mean a big percentage 
jump in the overall percentage 
of students not meeting state 
goals. 

"You have to be careful with 
the scores, especially with a small 
school," Beveridge said. "If you 
have one or two students who 
' don't do well, then it looks like a 
large percentage of the district is 
not doing well." * . • ; , < . ' U

According to band director 
Earl Bush, the 59-piecc senior 
band Is scheduled to perform a 
holiday conceit at the Racine 
Marriott at 11:30 a.m. The former 
vice president is also scheduled . 
to be the keynote speaker for a 
fund-n^s cr at the hotel at the 
same time. 

"We have a chance to play 
before Dan Quayle, but I don't 
know what capacity he is going to 
be there," said Bush, who was 
going to remain hopeful until 
playing time. 

"We're just going to be play- 
ing some holiday music in the 
lobby. Now, it may turn into 
something else," Bush said. 

Quayle was the vice president 
while former President George 
Bush held office from 1988 to 
1992. Quayle, a former senator 
from Indiana, also grabbed head- 
lines by hinting that he may run 
for president in 1996. He later 



announced that he will not be 
seeking the presidency, - but he 
still remains an active speaker for 
Republican candidates and 
issues. 

After some checking, 
Lakeland Newspapers learned 
that Quayle will In fact be speak- 
ing at the hotel at 1 1 :30 am. He Is 
the keynote speaker for a fund 
raiser for Wisconsin 

Congressman Mark Newman, 
who is seeking his first rc-elec- 
tlon in DIsL 1 which includes 
southeastern Wisconsin. 

But a spokesperson repre- 
senting Newman for Congress 
said the likelihood of the AUG 
senior band playing for Quayle is 
unlikely. 

"Both things have no connec- 
tion. As I understand it, the band 
will be playing in one ;>art ofthe 
hotel and Mr. Quayle will be 
speaking in another part of the 
hotel," said Barbara Sellette, a 
campaign coordinator for 
Newman. 

Sellette said Quayle will be In 
Racine for only a short a time. 

"We're so tightly scheduled 
that we only have the (former) 
vice president for 2.5 hours from 
the time he gets off the plane 
until the time gets back on the 
plane," Sellette said. 

She did say the band might 
want to include a patriotic song as 
part of its repertoire— just in case.

Train problem 

Editor: 

Now that the referendum for two fire engines and one ambulance 
has been passed, I think its time the residents of Lake Villa and 
Llndcnhurst be informed of the potential danger we all live with. 

Though the fire department and rescue personnel do their Jobs 
well, they have a very real problem to deal with each time they respond 
to a 911 call. Trains! 

All fire equipment and personnel are located on the west side of the 
tracks, while all rescue equipment and personnel are located on the 
east side of the tracks. 

It's my belief, most residents of Lake Villa and Undenhurst are under 
the assumption that fire and rescues have combined equipment at both 
locations (Fire Stations and Public Safety Building Rescue). Those who 
attended the open house last October, might have been mislead, thinking 
that each building housed both kinds of emergency equipment Not so. 

This system of keeping the equipment separate may have worked 
in the past when both villages were small, but look around, huge sub- 
divisions are being built everywhere. Now the village trustees are look- 
ing to have commercial and retail move into the area. 

When a resident calls 911, they should not have to worry about 
whether or not a train might keep the kind of emergency equipment 
and personnel from coming to their aid. For that matter, what other 
district, miles away, might need to be called in to cover for our own 
emergency equipment, all wasting precious time that cannot and 
should not be wasted. 

If s time the fire department moved some equipment and personnel to 
tho building on Grand and Deep Lake Road and rescue squad personnel be 
housed at the fire station In downtown Lake Villa This way the fire and res- 
cue can work together to protect all the residents of both villages.

CHILD'S FIRST DENTAL VISIT 



A child going to the dentist for the first 
time is often & handful of anxieties. Any 
dentist using the right techniques can 
transform tho most terrified child into a • 
cooperative patient who is no longer 
afraid - a child who will leave the office 
wilh a smiic on his face. 

The first thing a dentist must do is 
convince the child of his honesty.

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Police: Prevention can 
deter some burglars

A second wave of burglaries 
downtown seems to indicate that 
even Antioch is vulnerable to the 
sinister hand of a thief. 

But Antioch Deputy Chief 
Charles Watkins believes greater 
preventive actions can make life 
more difficult for a thief and easier 
for the local police department 

In October, J.J. Blinkers and 
Luigi's Restaurant were burglarized 
A monthlatcr, Brans Nuts, ThcTulip 
Patch and Son Shi ne Books Inc. were 
hit In the same way on the same 
night Nov. 17. In all cases, the thief or 
thieves gained entry by destroying a 
backdoor or an alleyway door. Cash 
was taken from registers, and the 
thief departed without ransacking 
the businesses. 

A number of other burglaries 
have also occurred in ihe outlining 
areas in Antioch Township, and the 
Lake County Sheriff's Department 
Is investigating those crimes, 
atkins docs not believe the town- 
p and downtown burglaries arc 
related. 

W/vatkins said business owners 
can exercise a number of common 
sense actions such as locking doors 
gn dead bolt locks, leaving the 
ts on, and keeping only a small 
unt of cash In the register. 
Strong locks, Watkins said, 
e it difficult for a thief to 






enter a business. 

"The ones we catch arc the ones 
who have a hard time getting in," 
Watkins said, "They have to expose 
themselves out In the open longer 
and make more noise to get in." 

Lighting allows strolling police 
officers to sec in businesses. Having 
the lights on also serve as a hint to 
officers if the lights arc suddenly off, 
Watkins said. 

"Thieves have a tendency to 
turn lights off," Watkins noted 

He also said leaving some 
cash— but not more than $25— in a 
register can be a good thing. 
^"Usually, they just want to grab the 
cash and get out They might trash 
the place looking forasafcor some- 
thing If there is no cash in the regis- 
ter," Watkins said. 

' He also encouraged business 
owners and employees to be cog- 
nizant of those who '.*■ .-in to be 
browsing through a business but do 
not buy anything. 

They're checking the place 
out They want to know what they 
have to do to get inside the place. 
They can't do that from the outside 
of the building," Watkins said. 

He noted mat these tips may 
not prevent all burglary attempts, 
but it docs make it more difficult for 
the would-be thief, he said. 

"Preventative measures, more 
often than not is the key," Watkins 
said 
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comfortable," said one store 
owner who asked not to be iden- 
tified. "I'm originally from 
Chlcagd.^Ahtloch is still' a' very 
safe place to live." 

This business owner was one 
of the first places hit by the string 
of burglaries, A new steel door 
has since been installed. 

Communication between 
business owners and the police 
department is key to spreading 
awareness about crime and keep- 
ing watchful of suspicious peo- 
ple, the owner said. "Let's keep 
our guard up." 

Actually taking preventive 
measures depends on the respec- 
tive business owner. One owner 
knew of the first wave of burglar- 
ies, but did not follow through 
with prevention until it was too 
late. 

"I was aware of the other 
break-ins, but I didn't do any- 
thing about it until I was hit and 
they destroyed the doori" said a 
business owner who asked not to 
be identified and who was 
robbed Nov. 17. "I guess I lived 



and learned the hard way." 

A new steel door is now in

• --This - bus in oss- -own or -also- 
stressed the need for businesses 
to keep an open line of communi- 
cation with the police. 

"The police can't do anything 
if we don't talk to them," the 
owner said. 

A second business owner who 
was burglarized Nov. 17 also 
learned the importance of keep- 
ing doors locked, lights on and as 
little cash in the store as possible. 

"Now we make sure every- 
thing is locked up and keep the 
lights on so people can see in," 
the owner said. 

The owner also praised the 
efforts of the police department 
for responding to the burglaries 
immediately and pursuing the 
case with almost daily follow- 
ups. 

"They're really hot on the trail 
to catch these Bozos," the owner 
said. "Sooner or later, they'll 
catch them. We have high expec- 
tations of the police."

Crash prompts effort to extend barrier

The death of two Warren Township High 
School students may revive efforts to have a 
concrete median on Route 41. 

Carrie Rockwell, age 16, of Gurnee and 
her passenger, Joseph Kordas, 15, of 
Wadsworth died Nov, 24 when their Toyota 
Celica crossed a grassy median on Route 41 
near Stearns School Road. 

"We have had a number of accidents 
there. The first phase of a barrier wall was 
constructed from Wadsworth Road to Route 
173 in Newport Fire Department's district 
We arc asking for a barrier from Wadsworth 
Road to Route 132," Gurnee Fire Chief Tim. 
McGrath said. 

"When cars go off the road into the ditch, 



nothing good can happen," he said. 

Often times, the vehicles become air- 
borne, striking the vehicle in the opposite 
lane head-on, according to McGrath. A con- 
crete median would prevent the vehicle from 
crossing Into the opposite lanes. 

1 he Toyota driven by Rockwell crossed 
the grassy median and struck a van. The dri- 
ver of the van was airlifted by Flight for Life 
helicopter to John Doyne Hospital In 
Milwaukee. Merry Dlppold, 46, was listed in 
satisfactory condition on Tuesday. 

Her two passengers were transported to 
St Thercse Medical Center. A driver of a sec- 
ond vehicle struck In the incident, a truck dri- 
ver, was not injured. 

Why Rockwell crossed the median 
remain under Investigation along with 



other factors. 

"It would only be a guess if they were 
speeding. But speeds would lend themselves 
to that type of crash. Any one life that is lost is 
too many. Having those young lives taken 
away - they cannot be replaced," Gurnee 
Police Chief Robert Jones said. 

A second accident occurred on Stearns 
School Road when a driver attempted to 
avoid the traffic jam. A 41-year-old was trans- 
ported to St Thercse Medical Center.

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Zoning overhaul 
should be pushed 



There is widespread agreement 
on the Lake County Board, even 
among the tightly- knit bloc rec- 
ognized for advocating aggres- 
sive growth and development, 
that the county's zoning ordi- 
nances governing land use in 
unincorporated areas is an out- 
moded document. 

No less a figure than Rep. 
Richard "Dick" Raftis (R- 
Wildwood), chairman of the 
influential Planning, Building 
and Zoning Committee, says 
zoning laws compiled in an 
inch-thick manual, must be 
overhauled. Raftis stated, 
"We've got to change 'the book'," 
as the document is known 
amongst County Board mem- 
bers and staff personnel who 
deal with zoning and building 
- on a day-to-day basis. County 
zoning ordinances last were 
changed in 1987. 

Lake County's rapid transfor- 
mation in the last decade from 
basically a rural-suburban terri- 
tory to an urban area, has ren- 
dered current zoning woefully 
inadequate. The "book" is 
totally out of sync with the 
Framework Plan that constitutes 
long-range land planning. 

Raftis has sketched alterations 
based on the concept of "perfor- 
mance zoning" as compared to 
conventional zoning. An exam- 
ple of performance based zon- 
ing were the agreements 
worked out in the bitter W.W. 
Grainger battle with the Village 
of Mettawa where the company 
turned over a portion of land to 
the Lake County Forest Preserve 
District for the right to build a 
corporate campus in what was 
space zoned for residential use. 

The committee chairman, who 
is the acknowledged zoning 
expert on the County Board, is 
taking the somewhat surprising 
position that the new zoning 
document should recognize 
open space and conservation > 
needs. At the same time Raftis 
is calling for more flexibility in 



dealing with what he termed 
"development pressures." 

While it is understandable that 
modernization of zoning rules 
and regulations can't be accom- 
plished overnight, Raftis has 
drawn a troubling time line for 
implementing revisions. 
Considering the amount of time 
necessary for staff study and 
public input, the new ordinance 
might not be ready for imple- 
mentation until 1997. There is 
justification to the argument 
that by that time the new docu- 
ment might be moot, consider- 
ing the rapid pace of growth and 
development. 

Isn't it possible to fast-track 
the overhaul process? In our 
mind, one of the most troubling 
parts of the current county ordi- 
nance is the S suburban classifi- 
cation, a catch-all category that 
for all intensive purposes pro- 
vides for "blank check" develop- 
ment. Some of the county's 
most knotty zoning problems — 
the controversy over Good 
Shepherd Hospital's expansion 
is an excellent example — 
derived from "suburban" zon- 
ing. Elimination of the S class 
would go a long way toward 
bringing county zoning into the 
1990's. 

While Raftis and fellow mem- 
bers of the growth bloc appear 
headed in the right direction for 
necessary zoning revisions, they 
also will be under considerable 
political pressure to bring about 
change. Any heel dragging on 
their part will play into the argu- 
ment that they are comfortable 
with the current deficient zon- 
ing document. Dealing with 
that question is certain to cause 
more trouble than County Board 
members have been encounter- 
ing with the outdated ordi- 
nance. 

Raftis and the growth bloc can 
avoid accusations of playing 
politics with zoning by pushing, 
hard for updating county zoning 
ordinances— now.

Officials mask intentions

I was a spectator at the Lake County 
Board meeting on Friday, Nov. 17, where the 
1996 budget items were discussed. As is fre- 
quently the case, the Yorkhouse Road exten- 
sion was a hot topic I was disappointed to 
witness such a deliberate attempt to mask 
the Intensions of county officials to push this 
road extension through no matter what the 
cost, Financial or otherwise. 

Citizens for a Better County President 
Susan Zingle gave a speech against further 
funding of the study for the Yorkhouse Road 
extension. Marty Buchlcr, director of trans- 
portation, said no money from the 1996 
budget would be spent on the "construc- 
tion" of the Yorkhouse Road extension. 
Board member Susie Schmidt (R-Lake Villa) 



asked for a clarification in that "absolutely 
not a dime" would be spent on any project 
leading to the extension of Yorkhouse Road. 
Buehler repeated himself saying that no 
money whatsoever was in the 1996 budget 
for the "construction" of this road. 

It's dear to me, Schmidt was asking how 
much money would be spent in 1996 to "fur- 
ther the extension of Yorkhouse Road," Le. 
including the study. Buehler deliberately 
confused the funding of the study with the 
construction of the road. He also conve- 
niently forgot to tally what was already spent 
on the study, therefore we don't know how 
much has been spent and we don't know 
how much will be spent on t his study. 

Evidently, the question brought up in 
Zingle's speech was not to be answered. 
There is no need for the Yorkhouse Road 
extension at this time, the study proved that, 
so why spent "additional" money to study it 
more? This study is grossly over budget and 
already costing taxpayers $600,00. The mes- 
sage was, stop the study, stop the spending. 
All Buehler and County Administrator 
D wight Magalis could say was that no 
money would be spent on the construction 
of Yorkhouse Road in 1996. But what about 
the STUDY? 

Are the taxpayers of Lake County happy 
about spending more than half a million to 
study a road extension that isn't even need- 
ed? To extend a road that is said to start 
nowhere and go nowhere? To build a three 
quarter mile stretch with an estimated con- 
struction cost of over 12 million? To disturb 
550 acres of forest preserve? To bring heavy 
traffic to a quiet residential area? Anyone, 
anyone?

Researchers develop ulcer test 



Abbott Laboratories and SmithKHne Diagnostics, 
Inc., a subsidiary of Bcckman Instruments, Inc., 
(NY5E:BEC) announced they have reached a multi- 
year agreement on a rapid, office based test designed 
to aid in the detection of H. pylori Infection. Under 
terms of the agreement, SmlthJQine Diagnostics will 
manufacture the test and Abbott will distribute and 
sell it in the United States and most other countries.

Beer isn't just for drinking

"A Taste for Beer," a new guidebook by Stephen Beaumont 
(Storey Communications Inc., $14.95), chronicles the rebirth of 
North American beers. Besides a comprehensive guidebook to 
today's ales and lagers, the book includes several good recipes 
for beer, from a Barbecued Stout Pasta Sauce to Beer Foccacla. 

Beer and Bean Soup was well- received in our household. 

Beer and Bean Soup 

1 lb* dried navy beans 

1/2 c diced bacon 

1/2 c diced smoked ham 

1/2 c. diced leeks 

1 c diced onions 

1 c. diced carrots 

1 c. diced celery 

2 quarts water 
1 bay leal 

1 top. thyme 

1 T. minced fresh garlic 

IT. salt 

1 T. black pepper 

1 14-oz. can tomatoes, hand crashed 

12 oz. brown ale 

2 T. sugar 

Soak the beans overnight in enough water to cover. In a large 
pot, saute the bacon and ham over medium heat until the fat is 
rendered from the bacon (do not cook bacon to crispness). Re- 
duce heat to low and add the vegetables, cooking them until 
almost tender. Add the water, bay leaf, thyme, garlic, salt and 
pepper, and bring to a boll. Add the drained beans. 

Cover the pot and simmer the soup until the beans are ten- 
der; one to two hours. When the beans begin to break apart, 
add the tomatoes, beer and sugar, and simmer for 15 minutes. 
Be careful not to boil the soup at this point Discard the bay 
leaf. Adjust seasonings to taste and serve. This recipe makes 
eight one-cup portions.— by TOM WITOM

Overloaded household budget signals serious trouble

And no amount of belt tightening 
will produce enough funds to pay 
the bills on time. The credit cards 
are at the limit and Christmas is 
Just a few weeks away with more 
bills and more debt. 

If this sounds familiar, you 
aren't alone. While relatively few 
American families arc so far in 
debt that they can't get out of it, 
many are corning close. Spending 
beyond the family means Is a 
common dilemma. 

Brcnda Cude, Univ. of Illinois

purchase without much thought 
add up to hundreds of dollars 
every year. Examine your expens- 
es to sec where you can cut 
spending to free up more money 
for your monthly payments. 

In some cases you may need 
to approach one or more of your 
lenders and try to either reduce 



or defer monthly payments with- 
out having to pay a penalty. 

"Be honest in explaining your 
cash flow problem and ask 
lenders to help you get back on 
your feet," Cude said. 

Financial counseling is also 
available locally. Check the 
phone book for a local Consumer 
Credit Counseling Service. 

It's best not to wait too long to 
get help, Cude said. If you contin- 
ue to miss payments, lenders will 
be forced to repossess the item or 
even to obtain a court order to 
garnish your wages. Lenders will 
also report your delinquent pay- 
ments to a credit bureau which 
will damage your credit rating. 

"Get on the right track as soon 
as possible, " urged Cude. "Once 
you get your expenses under con- 
trol, you can begin saving money 
for unexpected expenses or for 
luxuries that you cannot afford 
today." 
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Patch, primp for winter house sale 



If you plan to sell your house 
this winter, now is the time to 
paint, patch and primp it up "for 
company," advises home-sale 
expert Wilbur G. Luther. 

"The fast-paced Chicago 
housing market is just as vigor- 
ous in winter as during the rest 
of the year, so a homeowner 
intending to sell should put the 
house's best face forward," says 
Luther. 

Luther, senior vice president 
and general manager of the resi- 
dential sales group of Daird & 
Warner, the Chicago area's lead- 
ing real estate company, adds: 
"Often it just takes a fresh coat of 
paint, a thorough cleaning — 
both inside and out — and minor 
patching to bring a house to Its 
full potential for home buyers. 
This sprucing- up also can help 
command the best possible 
price." 

Luther offers these sugges- 
tions for home sellers: 

• Fall weather is cool enough 
so you can paint inside rooms 
and is usually warm enough so 
you can open windows for 
speedy drying and to eliminate 
paint smcil. 

• If a driveway is cracked, 



take advantage of good weather 
to patch and seal it. 

• Clean roof gutters of leaves 
and debris, as well as tidy up the 
entire yard, before your first 
open house. A clogged gutter can 
result In an ice dam after freez- 
ing and thawing. This can push 
up and damage roof shingles, 
and the thought of having to 
repair a roof, inspired by a look 
at debris-filled gutters, can scare 
away potential buyers. 

• Check the heating system 
to make sure that it is operating 
properly. Also check around the 
windows and doors for leaks, 

• Check and replace caulk- 
ing, if necessary, around doors 
and windows and outside water 
outlets, 

• Cover the outdoor air con- 
ditioning unit and bring in the 
portable barbecue and outdoor 
furniture. Even though these 
items can withstand winter 
weather, it could appear to 
prospective buyers that you arc 
careless about your possessions 
and, possibly, your home. 

"Your overall goal is to con- 
vey to a prospective buyer that 
you are a responsible homeown- 
er and that your home has been 



well maintained as a sound 
Investment," Luther says, 
adding: "New owners want to be 
able to assume that the home is 
functional as well as comfort- 
able. 

"After buying a house, most 
owners — especially first- 
timers — spend some money on 
furniture and furnishing for 
comfort and aesthetics. Many 
don't want costly repair bills 
soon after taking possession of 
the house." 

Luther also advises home 
sellers to keep careful record of 
money spent on improvements 
when they're fixing up the house 
for resale. For example, items 
such as a new water heater or 
window treatments may be tax- 
deductible if the work was done 
within 90 days before the sales 
contract and was paid for within 
30 days later. 

Because of the Intricacies of 
the tax situation, Luther recom- 
mends that home sellers discuss 
deductible expenses with their 
tax accountant Real estate bro- 
kers also may suggest other 
improvements, often minor, that 
can help impress prospective 
buyers.

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Is your credit report accurate?

In today's world, 
your credit history is 
sacred. You can't rent 
an apartment, apply for 
insurance or obtain a 
credit card, car loan or 
mortgage without a 
check of your credit his- 
tory. 

But you may not be 
aware of all the other 
companies and individ- 
uals who can gain access to your 
credit records. If you apply to a 
university, try to join a country 
club — even If you're a candidate 
for a new job — these organiza- 
tions and companies also may be 
checking out your credit report 

• What they will find in your 
report is the history of your pay- 
ments on loans, mortgages, cred- 
it cards and other debt. They will 
learn not only whether you made 
all your regular payments, but 
also how prompt you were. 
Judgments, bankruptcies, liens 
and other unfavorable events are 
all there. 

No problem, you say. You've 
always paid your bills on time, 
you never carry balances on your 
credit cards, and you've never 
been sued. So what if people are 
checking your records? 

According to a recent report 
in Personal Finance magazine, 
up to 33 percent of all credit 
reports contain serious errors. 
These include incorrect tax iden- 
tification numbers, limited data 
or worse mistakes that can be 
. damaging.' These very -mistakes 
can result in your being denied a 
car loan, mortgage or even a new 

job. 

Obviously, if s to your benefit 




to make sure your credit 
records arc correct, and 
it's pretty simple to do 
so. There are three 
major credit reporting 
bureaus — TRW, 
Equifax and Trans 
Union — and all will 
provide you with a copy 
of your credit report. 
The report is free if 
you've been denied 
credit within the past 60 days; 
otherwise, there Is generally a 
small charge. However, TRW 
provides one complimentary 
report each year. 

To obtain a report, you must 
submit a written request, and 
each credit bureau has specific 
requirements about what infor- 
mation to include in your 
request All three bureaus pro-, 
vide recorded phone messages 
that spell out all the details of 
obtaining a credit report Here 
are the phone numbers: 
TRW: 800-682-7654 
Equifax: 800-685-1111 
Trans Union: 216-779-7200 
How do third parties get 
copies of your report? They must 



submit requests with your signa- 
ture approving release of Infor- 
mation. However, you may 
sometimes give this approval 
unknowingly — for example, 
when you apply for credit Offers 
of "pre-approved" credit, accord- 
ing to a TRW representative, can 
be misleading. Signing an appli- 
cation for a "pre-approved" loan 
or credit card simply means you 
agree to a credit check. If your 
credit report is negative, you'll 
probably still be denied. 

These national credit bureaus 
store credit information as report- 
ed by your creditors. Each 
bureau's report may contain dif- 
ferent information. If you find any 
errors, correct them immediately. 
To do so, you typically must file a 
dispute with the credit bureau and 
prove the error. Even if there arc 
no apparent mistakes now, it's a 
good practice to recheck your 
credit reports during your annual 
financial check-up. 

Credit is a way of life for most 
Americans. It's not only your 
responsibility to use It properly, 
but also to make sure it's record- 
ed properly.

In some 
cases this responsibility entails 
alerting the faculty and parents of 
a possible attention disorder In a 
child. In the school where I teach, 
a child suspected of having such 
a disorder Is observed by a social 
worker, the school psychologist, a 
learning disorder specialist, the 
parents, and myself before med- 
ical attention Is suggested. All of 
these people work together to do 
what Is best for the child. If Ritalin 
Is prescribed for the child, the 
doctor also enters this circle of 
support. Children with attention 
disorders can be greatly helped 
by medication and by the sup- 
portive environment In which they 
are learning. Those who have 
reservations about Ritalin need to 
learn more about the drug and 
under what circumstances It Is 
prescribed,

Qj Dear.. .Search: Many months ago 1 read one of your articles 
which gave me a lot of insight as to how to handle this type of situ- 
ation in a professional manner. Last month I gave notice to my 
employer of six years for reasons of having been offered other 
employment. I worked for a mid-sized company in a supervisory 
capacity and over the past five years had only received merit increas- 
es in my salary which after five years didn't meet cost of living or 
even market for my position. I interviewed for other positions on my 
lime, not on company time, dealing with after-hour interviews as 
well as weekends. Never did 1 lose the momentum with my own job 
nor did I have an "I don't care" altitude. I waited until the last two 
weeks to give notice to my employer. I was given a start date on my 
new position of four weeks, which allowed me lime to prepare for a 
smooth transition. The day came to give my notice and 1 asked the 
boss for a few minutes of his time. I previously discussed this with 
no one in the company so as not to bring attention to my departure 
before it was time. The boss never got back to me that day and so the 
next morning I once again asked if 1 could have a few minutes of his 
time. He said he would meet with me after lunch. That too came and 
went The next morning I approached him to say that it was now 
important that I speak with him and that I have been trying to for 
three days. He then invited me in to his office where 1 sat and 
explained that I have accepted another position with a firm. He asked 
why and my explanation was that I Teh that while my job was still a 
challenge and I did enjoy it, I was offered an increase in salary of 
56,000 per year to start. This, I said, was very important to pre to 
continue to increase my earnings as my Increases with him' were 
quite limited. I explained that I would be happy to slay on for what 
was now left of the two weeks t had planned lo give him and there- 
by help lo find and train a replacement. Over the next two days, ihc 
news spread like a fire throughout the office. People approached me 
with their knowledge of my leaving which could only have been gen- 
erated by the boss, as 1 told no one. Over ihe course of the next week 
I was treated like dirt from all management (including the boss), 
pushed to work overtime hours and not compensated for it, and given 
a variety of ridiculous tasks to do. It was as though ihcy were hop- 
ing I would just walk out. The day I left only one person said good- 
bye to me. My boss did not even wish me luck. I have now started 
my new position yet still am bugged by ihe unprofessional manner 
in which my former employer reacted. I now understand why some 
people and corporations part company on the day in which ihe notice 
to terminate is given. 1 feel good about one thing, however, and that 
is that I have a clear conscience about leaving professionally. Thank 
you for your advice. K.M. - Deerfield 

A: Dear K.M. I am glad 1 could help. Perhaps your boss was hoping 
you would leave before loo many employees realized ihcy too were 
underpaid. Sometimes this causes a domino effect. You were right to 
say nothing.
